It’s a long time since we rode on 
a merry-go-round or careened about 
on a scenic railway but once in a 
while, we do indulge in a ride on 
the San Francisco cable cars, in or- 
der to capture some of that exhiler- 
eration of childhood. If you have 
“a feeling” about the San Fran- 
cisco cable cars, don’t fail to look 
into Edgar Kahn’s “Cable Car Days 
in San Francisco.” It is a Stanford 
University Press book done in 
handsome format with illustrations 
by William Wilke and reproductions 
of old pnotographs. 

Mr. Kahn goes back to the seven- 
ties to the days of the horse car 
period when the blue ‘“‘bobtails” and 
Casebolt’s balloon cars played a 
part in the San Francisco transpor- 
tation system. It was Andrew Smith 
Hallidie, a Londoner, who originat- 
ed cable railway transportation in 
San Francisco. Our section of Cal- 
ifornia should have a special inter- 
est in Hallidie. While he was at the 
mines in 1852, Mr. Kahn tells us, 
he constructed a _ wire-suspension 
viaduct over 200 feet long across 
the middle fork of the American 
River. Four years later he was in 
San Francisco manufacturing metal 
rope and in 1870 he had organized 
a@ company for the fabrication of 
wire cables. 

In a lively and easily readable 
style, Mr. Kahn tells of the re- 
search and work that Mr. Hallidie 
put into his invention of the cable 
car. Then follows the part Leland 
Stanford and Nob Hill played in 
the cable car’s development; how 
the cable car became a Kind of 
“barometer of social events in Chi- 
natown; the part the cable car 
played in the catastrophe of 1906; 
its status at present and specula- 
tions about its future. 

For his preface, Mr. Kahn quotes 
Gelett Burgess’s ‘‘Ballad of the Hyde 
Street Grip.” We quote a stanza to 
reawaken your memoies: 

North Beach to Tenderloin, over 
Russian Hil} 

The grades are something giddy, 
and the curves are fit to kill! 

All the way to Market Street, 
climbing up the slope, 

Down upon the other side, hanging 
to the rope, 

But the view of San Francisco, as 

you take the lurching dip! 

There is plenty of excitement on the 
Hyde Street Grip! 

Order a copy of “Cable Car Days 
in San Francisco” from our 
booksellers as a gift for friends 
who are collecting books on San 
Franciseo. And while you are or- 
dering you may as well put in an 
order for another San Francisco 
book “Golden Gate—A Story of San 
Francisco Harbor,” by Felix Riesen- 
berg, Jr. Its 343 pages are packed 
with facts and stories of absorbing 
interest to the California from the 
time of the Imdian legend “of the 
rushing inf the waters” of the bay 
to thg-ffresent day of the Pan-Am- 
epiéan clipper. 

We want to call your attention to 
the chapter on the gold rush. It 
is an old story to be sure but Mr. 
Riesenberg tells it with so much 
fervor and gusto and color that you 
think you are reading about it for 
the first time. Unfortunately he 
makes that frequent mistake of 
calling James W. Marshall, John W. 
Marshall which we hope will be cor- 
rected in future editions. All the 
startling changes that the discovery 
of gold wrought in the quiet little 
harbor of San Francisco are told 
with special emphasis on the steam- 
ship lines. 

In another remarkable chapter 
on the coming of the clipper ships 
Mr. Riesenberg tells how the verb 
“to shanghai” was coined in San 
Francisco. “Crews,” he writes, “had 
perhaps been crimped” (impressed) 
for China voyages and someone may

I reached the tront Sunday night, 
slept in an Albanian peasant hut in 
the center of the battle zone, and | 
watched the Greek attack start!
